Tecate International Events! 
Border Trouble 


*Hombre, you have tools, no? You 
must be mechanico! Go to consolate and 
get work permit, you wetback gringo!* 

“No man, I’m a racer, the tools are 
for to make cycle in truck go fast at 
Tecate Drag Strip.” 

“There is no such fast place here 
hombre!” 

Finally after fifteen minutes of pidgin 
English banter, the Mexican border guard 
relented to our crossing and we entered 
the place where not the water, but Mexi- 
cans make Tecate beer the best. 


South of the Border 


Thirty yards into Baja, began to 
show all of the story book images of 
Mexico: Old and new adobe building 
structures with crumbling walls and 
boarded windows, a city square, with 
little 10 foot stalls that sold tacos, 
tortillas, etc., and occasional pedestri- 
ans that ignored the existence of Del 
Carros. Location of the Tecate drag 
strip is easy to find, just travel as far 
north, south, east and west as possible 
and with a little luck you can find the 
dirt road that leads to a private airfield 
about a mile above town. The clearest 
directions obtained from a citizen were, 
“It’s on a hill senor!” 

It sure the hell is! Tales of Pancho 
Via describe country like this. Thou- 
sands of huge boulders stand sentinel 
guard above, around, and almost on this 
strip of stolen asphalt from some rural, 
one lane country road. 

As we drove in, our eyes penetrated 
the masses of sage that lay in dense 
clumps. Any moment the bandidos would 
jump out brandishing pistols and Bowie 
knives, but alas, our balloons of fairy 
tales were burst when the strip was 
spotted. 

One minute after Bill McClurkan and 
I had unloaded our 40-inch Triumphs, 
the people appeared as though from be- 
neath the red clay and sand we were 
parked on. *Pardone, excuse me!, oops, 
Sorry about that," were excuses we 
uttered as toes were stepped on and 
eyes gouged by our elbows as we fueled 
up and prepared to fire. 

On one side of this slightly less 
than a quarter-mile, uphill, downhill 
strip ofasphalt wasa one hundred square 
foot puddle of tepid water, about two 
feet deep in the center. Later in the 
day children were using it as a public 
bath, some with modesty, others com- 
pletely without. 

Atmosphere — Wow! During the racing 
activities little old men pushed carts 
through the pits selling tacos or burritos 
and some carried huge stacks of corn 
tortillas under their arms.

Sometimes I truly think that griping 
about the track you happen to be riding 
on is one requisite to being a scrambles 
rider. 

Elsinore has long been a thor in 
some riders sides and we must admit, 
not without reason. But the owner is 
trying to improve the track. Some of the 
turns have been changed and a new sur 
face has been put down. When news of 
the new surface reached the scrambles 
contingent, loud were the screams be- 
cause decomposed granite has been 
used, (for those unfamiliar with the 
term, that's what Prado was, ‘nuff said?) 
but the fact of the matter is that the 
granite holds the water better, and at 
night when Elsinore is at its bestsyou 
can't ask for a better surface. I admit, 
when the sun hits it it can turn into ice. 

But instead of complaining maybe 
someone could come up with a construc- 
tive answer to the problem. 


Now to Perris 


A few thoughts along the line of the 
whole problem including things we'd like 
to see changed at various places: 
Elsinore, get rid of the off-camber on 
the starting line. It's been there too 
long and is an open invitation to send 
riders sliding into each other with crash- 
ing results. 

Another thing riders don't like is the 
camber going into turn one. Make it flat, 
they all say, which will also help when 
you come out of the hole on the start. 
Track surface? Well it looks like we're 
going to have to live with it unless any- 
one has any suggestions. Personal 
opinion? The track is fun to ride, at 
least on a Hodaka! 

Perris is next. The track surface 
there has been improved immensely over 
the past years and we remember when 
people bitched about Perris the same 
way they are bitching about Elsinore 
now. 

The one thing that has always seemed 
a mighty dangerous place is that drop- 
off on the outside of turn one. Get to the 
edge and look over and it looks like the 
Grand Canyon! That leaves Bay Mare 
which we haven't re-visited since im- 
provements took place so we won't say 
a word about that. 


Adios Prado 


Prado? Well, Prado is gone and the 
only reason we'll go into is that the 
lease expired, although we've heard a 
whole host ‘of other tales from money 
troubles to in-fights for control of the 
track and profits. The truth still is, the 
lease expired and was not renewed. It 
leaves us with one less track on which 
to ride. and with a whole lot of unhappy 
riders who are now left with an over 
anite of horse-power for any other 
track! 


Scramblers Getting Soft? 

So we*ll end this column by sticking 
our necks out again. Any criticism of 
tracks in this article is intended as 
constructive. But we still want to say 
this: When did a scrambles track have to 
conform with a road racing circuit? Has 
everyone gone soft so that places like 
Rusty Nails couldn't exist anymore be- 
cause they*d be too rough? We say no, 
because each week on these rougher 
courses you see some of the speed 
demons getting thoroughly trounced by 
riders who can still ride a scrambles, 
not a road race. There is a good chance 
there will be a new track in these here 
parts next year. It will be a good old- 
fashioned scrambles circuit and will be 
located in the greater Los Angeles re- 
gion and will be in a cool location. The 
guy who told us said happily, “It*ll be 
something like the old San Pedro or 
Rusty Nails. Up and down hill." Now 
let*s see, I know my knobbies are in the 
garage somewhere...haven’t seen them 
since Corriganville!

50cc ROAD RACER-PART 3 





HOW TO BUILD A TEACUP 
RACER FOR UNDER $300. 


Story & Photos by Bob Braverman 


Get out your trusty hacksaw and 
we’ll show you how to lengthen the 
Swinging arm. It's easy to do, but 
one word of caution — you must be 
absolutely sure that everything is 
lined up properly before welding or 
brazing the pieces in place. Failure 
to do this will result in odd handling 
behavior. Ready? O.K. let's go 


Hack Away 

Cut the swinging arm directly be- 
hind the lower shock mount. Now 
cut four pieces of strap material 
(.100—.125 thick) and clamp one 
piece to each side of the swinging 
arm. Next clamp the cut off section 
to the strap material. Slip the rear 
wheel in place and tighten the rear 
axle nuts. Check and be sure that 
both wheels are lined up properly 
and then, and only then can you tack 
these straps in place. Before plac- 
ing any heat on the swinging arm, 
very carefully remove the shock unit. 
This will prevent the heat from 
damaging the rubber bushing. 


Stretch Your Machine 

We stretched out the wheel base 
to 48 inches on our bike. After light- 
ly tacking the pieces in place go 
back and check the wheel alignment 
again; Thisis done to insure nothing 
has moved. 

If everything looks alright, clamp 
the remaining two pieces of strap 
material to the inside of the swing-

uarter of MEN with 


ing arm andtack these in place also. 
Now you can remove the rear wheel 
and take the swinging arm off the 
machine. Handle the swinging arm 
carefully at this point so you don't 
move anything. 

Cut four pieces of tube as long 
as the gap between the front and 
rear section of the swinging arm. 
The diameter should be large enough 
So it cannot fall between the two 
pieces of strap we have just tacked 
on. 

Welding Time 

With this phase accomplished 
we're ready to braze or weld the 
whole assembly together. This is 
one area where you must be very 
careful and get as good a bond be- 
tween the various parts as possible. 
The swinging arm gets a good deal 
of load placed on it, so workmanship 
must be of the first order. The last 
thing.you want is a break here. With 
the tubes bonded between the gaps 
(top and bottom) the swinging arm is 
complete and ready to go back on 
the bike. 


A Place For the Fanny 

With that job out of the way, 
we're ready to tackle the seat next. 
There are a number of seats avail- 
able at nominal cost. Or you can 
make your own to keep the cost 
down. This is what we did.

Be 
sure that all brazing or welding is first rate. 


If you choose to fabricate your 
own, then you can bend one up out 
of aluminum, or make one up from 
wood, so don't overlook the possi- 
bility of using this material. Make 
the seat mounts up and weld them to 
the frame. Be sure the seat is se- 
curely mounted to the frame and will 
support your weight without moving. 





Seats can be hand fabricated from fiberglass, 
aluminum or wood, 


Also be sure the seat is located 
in a position to give you maximum 
comfort. This seems to be one area 
that many riders overlook. You must 
be comfortable on the bike if you're 
going to get the greatest amount of 
enjoyment from it. Also, a. poorly 
positioned saddle will affect your 
performance. After all, you wouldn't 
wear a helmet or pair of boots that 
is several sizes too small. 

With the swinging arm completed 
and the seat mounted we now started 
to hook up the various cables. The 
front brake cable was shortened and 
connected. We mounted the throttle 
and clutch cables next, but left them 
alone untit we mounted the engine 
to the frame. 

The above items should keep you 
more than busy for the next week.
